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Shocking new French figures add 
to fears over new Sangatte centre 


HUNDREDS of immigrants 
are being caught in France 
every month trying to illegal¬ 
ly enter Kent, according to a 
senior county police officer. 

Detective Superintendent Paul 
Gladstone, from Kent Police, said 500 
people were caught by Pas-de-Calais 
authorities last month alone - and that 
was an average amount. 

The figures, which alarmed the 
Tories’ immigration spokesman, come 
from French police and have never 
been released before. 

They suggest illegal immigrants have 
not been deterred by tighter border

controls or the closure of the Sangatte 
refugee camp in Calais in 2002. 

And they will add to concerns that 
the new ‘Sangatte 2’ camp near Calais 
will attract more people wishing to 
illegally enter the county. 

Prefabricated buildings are being 
opened by the Mayor of Calais in time 
for the winter with showers, toilets, a 
medical centre and an office for charity 
workers. 


It is estimated up to 1,000 migrants 
are currently sleeping rough in the 
Calais area. 

Det Supt Gladstone told Kent on 
Sunday that the French figure for the 
500 immigrants caught represented a 
typical month. 

“That is an average amount,” he said. 
“Most of these people are dealt with 
by the equivalent of the French immi¬ 
gration services and will be removed 
from France, but a lot of them are just 
turned away.” 

He said most of those sent away would 
then try again to cross the Channel. 
Some are smuggled in by gangs, but

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Prostitutes trapped 
in a criminal world 


TYPICALLY they are young 
women in their late teens or early 
20s. They come to Britain seeking 
to better themselves and their 
families. Instead, many are forced 
to have sex for money to repay 
their “debt” to criminal gangs. 

Kent Police has rescued 26 such women in 
the last five years. 

But Detective Superintendent Paul 
Gladstone, in charge of combating major, seri¬ 
ous and organised crime for the force, admits 
there is no way of knowing how many more 
trafficked women are still enslaved in this 
vile trade. 

‘We’ve got no idea,” he said. “It’s like you 
saying to me, ‘what is the scale of the drugs 
network in Kent?’ I could say, ‘significant’, but 
I can’t give you an idea of how big that is.” 

The women are understandably very dis-

tressed when officers find them, normally en 
route to a brothel outside of Kent. 

“Some of the females have been raped or 
assaulted or subject to some form of duress 
during the course of their journey into the 
UK, so they’re not in a good state mentally 

Criminal 

“A lot of them actually don’t realise what’s 
going to happen to them. They think, for 
instance, they’re coming here to be a model or 
hairdresser. 

“They’re then told later by the criminals 
that the only way they can serve that debt is 
to become a prostitute or work as an employ¬ 
ee for their criminal enterprise.” 

Most of the 26 women rescued by Kent 
Police - 14 - were Chinese. There were also 


five Thais, two from Hong Kong, two from 
Malaysia and one each from Ukraine, Brazil 
and Kosovo. 

A spokeswoman for the Home Office said 
the Government published an action plan to 
tackle human trafficking in March. In the 
same month, former Home Secretary John 
Reid signed the Council of Europe 
Convention on Action Against Human 
Trafficking. 

The spokeswoman said: “The conviction fig¬ 
ures for human traffickers have increased 
significantly since we introduced dedicated 
trafficking legislation in 2004. There’s been 
62 to date, but we recognise there’s still a lot 
of work to do.” 

She said that the Government started 
funding the Poppy Project in 2003, for women 
who had been trafficked into the UK into the 
sex trade. Last year, it gave the project extra 
funding of £2.4 million to expand its services. 

Kent Police is currently running five major 
operations against trafficking gangs.

many try to enter Britain unassisted. 

Det Supt Gladstone warned that criminal 
gangs are using increasingly sophisticated 
methods of smuggling people into England. 

Some are offering immigrants ‘gold stan¬ 
dard’ services, costing thousands of pounds 
and guaranteeing they will eventually get 
them into Britain. 

The senior police officer said more people 
were being caught because border controls 
have been tightened up, with British police 
and customs officials now based across the 
Channel and vice versa. 

But he said the smuggling gangs have 
responded by devising new tactics. Because of 
the county’s number of ports, the gangs are a 
“significant problem” for Kent Police, he said. 

“We’ve seen them change their techniques 
over the last few years, becoming slightly 
more sophisticated in the way they hide peo¬ 
ple.” 

Det Supt Gladstone said gangs have been 
known to build tiny hides in lorries to smug¬ 
gle people in. In Folkestone last week, a 
woman was found hidden behind the dash¬ 
board of a vehicle. 

The 500 people caught by the French 
authorities last month mainly came from 
countries in Asia, the Middle East and Africa. 
Many have fled civil war, famine or are eco¬ 


nomic migrants seeking to improve their 
standard of living. 

Detective Inspector Steve O’Keefe, who is 
responsible for tackling organised immigra¬ 
tion crime for Kent Police, said most immi¬ 
grants trying to illegally enter the UK were 
bound for the county 

“It’s quite clear the most direct route from 
Pas-de-Calais is Dover,” he said. “It has a 
huge number of HGVs travelling through so 
we know it’s a draw for those people who 
want to get into the country clandestinely” 

People smuggling gangs are making auda¬ 
cious claims to immigrants that they can get 
them into the country - if they are prepared 
to pay several thousand pounds, said Det 
Supt Gladstone. 


“The gold service is literally where you’re 
given a guarantee that they’ll get you into the 
UK 

“No matter how many times you’re turned 
away, they’ll keep trying.” 

Damian Green, MP for Ashford - and the 
Tories’ immigration spokesman - was 
alarmed by the 500 figure. 

“I suspect that figure, which is high, is the 
tip of an iceberg,” he said. “It wouldn’t sur¬ 
prise me if a lot more were going through. It 
shows why any attempt to bring back any¬ 
thing like Sangatte would be a disaster.” 

On Wednesday, Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown said that a “unified border force” would 
be set up, bringing together immigration and 
Customs officers to tighten up controls. 


Company denies axed flight claims 


A KENT holiday company has denied 
claims it plans to axe flights to Alicante 
from the county’s international airport 
at Manston. 

Kent Escapes spokeswoman Sarah 
Burkes said: ‘We have no intention of 
cancelling any part of our flying pro¬ 
gramme from Kent International Airport 
and will be reviewing the demand for all of 


our routes later this year. 

“There is a strong possibility we will be 
introducing new destinations and resorts 
for our 2008 programme.” 

She said three summer flights from the 
airport to Alicante were cancelled in June 
but passengers were offered either alterna¬ 
tive dates of departure, resorts or their 
money back.

PROMINENT Tories in Kent 
insist they still have faith in 
David Cameron’s leadership of 
the party. 

The Conservative leader is under pres¬ 
sure after reports that some Tory MPs were 
calling for a vote of no confidence in him. 

A disastrous row over grammar schools, 
which alienated many traditional voters, 
coming third in two by-elections and a 
surge in support for the new Labour Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown have led some to 
question his policies. 

Mr Cameron received further flak for vis¬ 
iting Rwanda when his Oxfordshire con¬ 
stituency was hit by severe flooding. 

Roger Gale, Tory MP for North Thanet, 
supported David Davis in the Tory leader¬ 
ship contest which Mr Cameron won. The 
former vice-chairman of the Conservative 
Party told Kent on Sunday he thought Mr 
Cameron should not have visited the 
African country. 

Rwanda 

“I think with hindsight, going to Rwanda 
was probably not the right thing to do at the 
time. He is the Leader of the UK 
Opposition... and I think on balance he 
would have been better off visiting for 
example Worcester and Gloucester here.” 

Mr Gale said he had also been unhappy 
with criticisms made earlier this year by 
the Tory leadership of the grammar school 
system, but was pleased with the party’s 
later pledge that it was not under threat. 

Although he did not agree with all of his 
policies, he said he has confidence in Mr 
Cameron: “He has made an enormous 
amount of headway with the party.” 

Ann Widdecombe, Tory MP for Maidstone 
and The Weald, appeared to accuse Mr 
Cameron earlier in the week of having 
weak policies on immigration and law and

order and for visiting Rwanda. But the former 
Home Office Minister told KoS that he was the 
best man for the job. She added: “He is the 
man we elected, he’s the man we’ve got, he’s 
the man who’s gone ahead in the opinion polls 
right up until the ‘Brown bounce’.” 

It was reported this week that three Tory 
MPs have written to Sir Michael Spicer, chair¬ 
man of the party’s backbench 1922 
Committee, calling for a vote of no confidence 
in Mr Cameron. 

Ms Widdecombe said she did not know who 
the MPs were. “They must be as mad as fer¬ 
rets,” she added. Ms Widdecombe said Mr 
Cameron should lead the Tories into the next 
general election. 

Tory donor Stuart Wheeler, who owns 
Chilham Castle, has given millions of pounds 
to the Conservative Party. 

Earlier this year he told KoS he thought the 
Tories were not taking a strong enough line on 
Europe and he was considering giving money 
to the Euro-sceptic UK Independence Party. 

But the 72-year-old said this week that Mr 
Cameron has been successful in reversing the 
Tories’ image as the “nasty party”. 

“The most important thing that David 
Cameron has done is to get rid of the notion 
which used to be there among large sections of 
the population that it was compulsory almost 
to hate the Tories. 

“Even though there are some things which 
some people disagree with him about at least 
nobody thinks that the Tories are the nasty 
party anymore.” He added: “It would be mad¬

ness to change the leadership.” 

Michael Howard MP, the former Tory leader, 
was unavailable for comment. 

Mr Cameron was said to have received a 
rousing cheer when he attacked dissident MPs 
in a speech at this week’s meeting of the 1922 
Committee.

Eurostar’s 
bad tidings 
for Ashford 

EUROSTAR’S chief executive has 
spoken out about the future of 
international and domestic servic¬ 
es in the county. 

Richard Brown met with stake¬ 
holders at a meeting in Ashford to 
discuss timetable changes after 
Ebbsfleet International is opened 
in November. 

The company has faced severe 
criticism from the public, cross¬ 
party MPs, county councils and 
businesses over its decision to axe 
Brussels-bound trains and cut 
daily services from 12 to four from 
one of Kent’s growth towns. 

Apologetic 

Mr Brown was apologetic, 
admitting: “I am not here with 
particularly good news and I know 
many of you are disappointed.” 

He said it was not commercially 
viable for the loss-making compa¬ 
ny to continue the Brussels service 
from Ashford once Ebbsfleet, with 
a catchment area four times that 
of the East Kent town, is opened. 

“The location will appeal to a 
much larger number of passen¬ 
gers,” he said. 

Mr Brown urged stakeholders to 
look at the bigger picture of 33 per 
cent more trains serving the coun¬ 
ty, saying: “I know this is not good 
news but for Kent as a whole it is 
a significant increase of services.” 

Investment in Ashford will con¬ 
tinue, he said, pointing to the 
£250,000 spent on CCTV cameras, 
the renewed lease of Eurostar’s 
Ashford call centre for another 10 
years and a new check-in system 
planned. 

Mr Brown talked about the 
domestic service High Speed 1, 
due to start at the end of 2009. He 
said the service would add growth 
potential to both areas. 

“We can have a role in regenera¬ 
tion but we cannot be accountable 
for it. 

“The high speed domestic serv¬ 
ice is a key economic driver for 
regeneration. 

“We have a dilemma but will do 
our best to support both stations,” 
he added. 


Commuters are at 
the end of the line

ONLY four in ten rail commuters 
in Kent believe they are getting 
value for money from using trains. 

Independent rail watchdog Passenger Focus 
has warned that consumer happiness is likely 
to drop even further in the next few years, 
because ticket prices in the county are the 
highest in the South East and rising. 

The Government announced plans this 
week to turn around the beleaguered industry, 
but it faces an uphill battle to change Kent 
commuters’ poor opinions of rail travel 

Tunde Olatunji, Kent spokesman for 
Passenger Focus, said: “There’s definitely room 
for improvement.” 

A minority of Kent passengers told the 
group in a poll that they are happy to use the 
county’s rail services. 

“Only 40 per cent in Kent think they’re get¬ 
ting value for money,” said Mr Olatunji. “It’s 
very likely that more people will feel they’re not 
getting value for money in the coming years.” 

He said that the overall service in the coun¬ 
ty was “about average”. 

Dissatisfaction is set to increase among 
Kent commuters in the next few years due to 
rising ticket prices. They are paying more for 
season tickets than anyone else in the region,

THE REMAINS of a Battle 
of Britain pilot are due to be 
removed for burial today 
from the site where he was 
shot down more than 66 
years ago. 

Radar equipment was used to pin¬ 
point Flight Sergeant Eric Williams 
and his Hawker Hurricane aeroplane 
under an industrial unit in Albion 
Parade, Gravesend. 

The 28-year-old was shot down on 
a combat mission to intercept 
German bombers over the Thames 
Estuary on October 15,1940. 

His squadron was attacked by 
German Messerschmitt Bf 109 fight¬ 
ers defending the bombers, led by 
Major Adolf Galland, a famous 
German fighter ace. 

Fit Sgt Williams, who served with 46 
Squadron of Fighter Command, had 
taken off from his base in Stapleford, 
Essex, when he and his colleagues 
came under fire from the Luftwaffe

fighters, flying out of the sun just 
before 1pm. 

Three Hurricanes were quickly 
shot down including the one flown by 
Fit Sgt Williams. His aircraft crashed 
into Barton’s timber wharf at 
Gravesend, close to the southern 
bank of the River Thames. No para¬ 
chute was seen. 

The aircraft smashed through the 
timber yard roof and embedded itself 
deeply into the earthen floor, pre¬ 
venting later attempts to recover Fit 
Sgt Williams’ body because of the 
waterlogged ground. 

The timber yard was redeveloped 
after the war and a new warehouse 
with a concrete floor was built there. 
At the same time, land reclamation 
extended the river frontage by some 
90ft. This new work, together with 
the Protection of Military Remains 
Act 1986 - which forbids interference 
with a known or suspected war grave 


- effectively sealed off the site. 

However, it is now earmarked for 
redevelopment within the Thames 
Gateway ‘growth area’ so it was decid¬ 
ed that Fit Sgt Williams should final¬ 
ly be given a proper burial. 

There were two attempts to recover 
his remains during the 1990s, but only 
one was licensed by the Ministry of 
Defence. The first in 1995 found noth¬ 
ing because they were digging in the 
wrong place. The later, unauthorised, 
attempt was much closer, but stopped 
by the authorities. 

Public interest 

In view of the redevelopment 
plans, Lewis Deal, of the Rochester- 
based Medway Aircraft Preservation 
Society, applied to the MoD for an 
excavation licence. 

Following a meeting last month in 
Gravesend, it was decided that it was 
in the public interest to give the go- 
ahead.

Archbishop recruits 
from Africa for role 


AN AFRICAN church leader who 
trained as a soldier has been given a 
prestigious role by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury. 

The Most Revd Josiah Idowu- 
Fearon, the Anglican Archbishop of 
the Province of Kaduna and Bishop 
of Kaduna diocese in Nigeria, has 
become a Six Preacher of Canterbury 
Cathedral. 

He was installed on Wednesday 
during Evensong by Dr Rowan 
Williams, and the Very Revd Robert 
Willis, the Dean of Canterbury. 

The role dates back 400 years but 
until recently has always gone to 
clerics based in the Canterbury dio¬ 
cese. 

A Canterbury Cathedral 
spokesman said the appointment 
was part of an attempt to “interna¬ 
tionalise” the role by having more 
churchmen from overseas. 

He said that Archbishop Idowu- 
Fearon will come to Kent a few times 
a year to teach and lecture. 

The appointment is for five years 
and may be renewed. Archbishop 
Idowu-Fearon replaces Canon Dr 
John Polkinghome, who has retired

“I feel humbled by this appoint¬ 
ment”, he said. “Being a Six Preacher 
will give me a sense of belonging to 
the community at Canterbury 
Cathedral which has existed for over 
1,400 years - my own Diocese of 
Kaduna is only 50 years old. 

“I hope that this recognition will 
help me to be an ambassador for 
Christ, not just within the Anglican 
Communion, but to my Muslim 
neighbours.” 

The Six Preachers were originally 
the idea of Thomas Cranmer, who 
was Archbishop of Canterbury from 
1533 to 1555. 
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Cannabis farms: the 
latest cottage industry 


MORE than 2,100 marijuana plants worth 
nearly £175,000 have been seized by police in 
raids on ‘cannabis farms’ in north Kent - in 
less than three months. 

In the latest on Wednesday, a man was 
arrested on suspicion of growing cannabis at a 
house in Dartford. 

Last week, officers busted two cannabis 
farms at residential properties in Medway. 

The high number of raids shows the cultiva¬ 
tion of the drug is becoming a burgeoning cot¬ 
tage industry in Kent. 

After a search of three rooms of a house in 
Great Queen Street, Dartford, police found 
300 cannabis plants, with a street value of 
almost £10,000. 

As is often the case with cannabis farms, the 
property’s electricity meter had been 
bypassed. The house had 37 lights and a 
sophisticated system of heating and irrigation 
for the plants. 

Since April, seven cannabis farms have been 
raided in north Kent. There were two in 
Dartford and others in Gravesend, 
Swanscombe, New Barn, Darenth and Stone. 

The 2,100 cannabis plants seized in those 


raids were worth nearly £175,000, said Kent 
Police. A fully-grown cannabis plant has a 
street value of around £250. 

In Medway, police seized 90 cannabis plants 
and equipment in raids last week on houses in 
Rochester Street, Chatham and Churchill 
Avenue, Chatham. 

Police want residents to look out for signs of 
possible drugs activity. 

These include windows permanently cov¬ 
ered from the inside, unusual visiting rou¬ 
tines, removal of black bags, compost bags and 
other gardening equipment in the garden, a 
pungent smell coming from the property and 
vents protruding from the roof tiles. 

On the same day that police raided a 
cannabis farm in Dartford, the Government 
launched a public consultation on tackling 
drugs. It followed an announcement by Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown that he was looking at 
reclassifying cannabis - reversing laws that 
made possession of the drug a mainly non- 
arrestable offence. 

A man arrested after Wednesday’s police 
raid in Dartford was still in police custody on 
Friday.

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safe areas could drive developers onto nationally protected conservation areas 


Greenbelt land is ‘at risk’ 
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NEW homes may need to be built 
on protected conservation areas 
and greenbelt land because they 
are safe from flooding, the 
Environment Agency has warned. 

Prime Minister Gordon Brown has set new 
house-building targets for three million homes, 
many of which will be in the South East. 

Flooding 

In Kent, towns such as Ashford and 
Maidstone are already seeing major growth 
and 160,000 homes are planned for the 
Thames Gateway redevelopment. 

As nationwide floods affected around half a 
million people this week, the Government 
was criticised for planning to build hundreds 
of thousands of new homes in areas at risk of 
flooding. 

The Thames Gateway and Ashford growth 
areas are predominantly on flood plains. 

Barrie Neaves, the Environment Agencys 
planning and corporate services manager for 
Kent, warned that the need to build homes in 
safe areas could drive developers onto previ¬ 
ously protected countryside.

He said: “There is probably enough land 
but the problem is the land that is safe from 
flooding is subject to other planning con¬ 
straints. 

“For example, the North Downs is an Area 
of Outstanding Natural Beauty. 

“I am sure people would not want hun¬ 
dreds of houses built in that area.” 

He predicted that problems would occur 
once areas deemed as safe from flooding on 
the preferred brown field sites were used up. 

The Thames Gateway project is safe due to 
good standard flood protection schemes, Mr 
Neaves said. 

Planning bosses must satisfy the agency’s 
criteria for flood safety before new develop¬ 
ments are built. 

Mr Neaves added: “You cannot prevent 
flooding, you can negate and reduce the risk 
but it will happen at some point.” 

Kent Green Party member Steve Dawe 
said this week the county was “ill prepared” 
for floods. 


He said: “Drainage appears to be under-pro¬ 
vided in new developments which often have 
large impermeable surfaces promoting run¬ 
off.” 

He said land flooded in 2000 at Bushy Royds 
near Ashford, now has 470 homes on it. 

He said drainage and flood protection for 
new developments should be provided at 
much higher standards. 

“Building on flood plains must be resisted 
altogether, or only permitted where living 
spaces are well above potential areas of flood¬ 
ing,” he added. 

The Environment Agency said there were 
good examples of flood defences in Medway 
towns such as the Rochester Riverside develop¬ 
ment. 

It said sustainable drainage systems at new 


developments in Ashford were being encour¬ 
aged elsewhere to mimic the way water flows 
in the natural environment. 

But Mr Dawe said flood protection promised 
to Kent after the 2000 floods had not been pro¬ 
vided. 

And he accused the Government of ignoring 
pressure from the Met Office this year con¬ 
cerning its prediction of very heavy rainfall. 

“The lessons of floods past seem to be that 
the history of flooding has not been learned 
from, just as the Government’s policy on cli¬ 
mate change is utterly inadequate,” said Mr 
Dawe. 
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Water bills set to rise 
despite recent deluge 


WATER bills will continue to rise despite 
one of the wettest summers on record, 
said Mid Kent Water. 

The utility firm, which supplies around 
600,000 people and 24,000 businesses, 
blamed greater demand for the expected 
increase. 

Project manager Jon Holland said there 
are problems still facing water supplies 
despite the recent deluge. 

He said the new homes planned for 
Ashford, Maidstone and Canterbury 
areas would put pressure on supplies. 

“Prices go up each year with inflation 
plus a little bit for the cost of new infra¬ 
structure,” he added. 

‘Water quality has risen so there will be 
increases in water prices.” 

But Mr Holland promised there would be 
no hosepipe ban this year, saying customers’ 
reactions to last year’s restrictions had 
helped ease pressure on depleted supplies. 

Last year an estimated 13 million peo¬ 
ple in the South East were hit with water 
restrictions and below average rainfall 
was blamed. 

At the same time customers were pay¬ 
ing increasing amounts and water compa¬ 
nies revealed bumper profits. 

Mr Holland said: “Last year people 
responded extremely well, water demand 
was down which had the benefit of allow¬ 


ing the aquifers to recover leaving more 
ground water for this and future years.” 

He said this year’s wet summer has also 
helped reduce demand because gardens 
needed less watering and people are not 
filling swimming or paddling pools. 

The company relies on ground water for 
85 per cent of its supplies. 

Spokesman Graham Amy said: “The 
water people drink comes from a source 
that is filled from October to March.” 

He said any rainfall in the summer 
months was lost through evaporation, 
runoff and to growing plants and trees. 

Mr Holland said climate change would 
add further pressure to the water supply 
with experts predicting hotter and drier 
summers. 

“We are looking at options not just in 
terms of new resources but also how we 
can encourage people to use less water. 

‘We need to develop new resources and 
that comes back to the cost to the con¬ 
sumer,” he said. 

The company is looking at a range of 
options from finding more ground water 
sources and building a reservoir at Broad 
Oak, near Canterbury, to a desalination 
plant on the coast. 

Mr Amy said: “There will always be 
enough water. It’s just how much are we 
prepared to pay for that water?”

EVERY night, up to 300 truck 
drivers from all over Europe con¬ 
gregate at a lorry park in 
Ashford for a rest stop. 

Some gather around their lorries, relish¬ 
ing the chance to talk to fellow countrymen 
after days or weeks on the road. Others are 
enjoying a drink in the bar, or asleep in 
their cab. 

Most have come from Eastern European 
countries like Poland, the Czech Republic 
and Slovakia, taking a break before head¬ 
ing to northern England or Scotland, or 
their return journey home. 

There are truckers from many other 
countries too, such as Ireland, Italy, 
Hungary and Germany - but few here are 
British. 

The mixture of nationalities reflects the 
changing face of the industry in the UK. 
The Kent-based Freight Transport 
Association (FTA) claims that only seven 
years ago, UK hauliers carried half of 
Britain’s international trade with the rest 
of Europe. 

Now, British drivers carry just 25 per 
cent. And they are not happy about it. 

Kent on Sunday spoke to British HGV 
drivers at Ashford International Truck Stop 
in Sevington to find out where they thought 
it had all gone wrong. 

Sipping from their pints at the bar, many 
here blame drivers from the former Eastern 
Bloc for stealing their business. They com¬ 
plain that their rivals work for less money, 
longer hours and they pay much less for 
diesel and taxes. 

Accidents 

They say Continental drivers are not as 
skilled, their lorries are poorly maintained, 
over-loaded, they speed and are involved in 
a disproportionately high number of road 
accidents. 

“Every time there’s an accident on the 
motorway and you go past, it’s a foreign 
driver,” claims Nick West, 38, from South 
Wales, a trucker for eight years. He said 
Romanian lorry drivers were the most noto¬ 
rious for flouting safety rules. 

Figures from the Department for 
Transport show that in 2005 there were 
11,681 accidents involving HGVs in 
Britain. Of these, 1,117 involved foreign- 
registered lorries. 

Continental drivers regularly speed, said 
Mr West, and by having two-men crews 
they can stay on the road for much longer. 
Rules prevent British drivers doing the 
same. 

Other British drivers say that some of 
their Continental counterparts operate 
with faulty tachographs so they can run for 
longer hours. Some even claim they have 
seen foreign truckers drink driving. 

Garry Aldridge, 52, from Yorkshire, said 
the industry has become more and more 
unprofitable since he started out in it 31 
years ago. 

“Ten years ago we were in a position 
where we could get paid a sufficient 
amount to do the job that we’re doing,” he 
said. 

“The Eastern Europeans have spoilt all 
that. They’ll work weekends for normal 
rates, for £6.50 an hour, and their trucks 
and the driving skills aren’t what ours are.” 

Mr West added: ‘We’ve got Polish drivers 
coming over and taking our jobs, earning 
half our wage and running 24 hours a day.” 

Figures from the Department for 
Transport released last month showed the 
number of UK-registered trucks fell to an 
18-month low in the first quarter of 2007, 
while foreign vehicles rose to an all-time 
high. 

The number of HGVs coming into Great 
Britain from Europe’s newest member 
states, such as Poland, the Czech Republic 
and Slovakia, has tripled since the begin¬ 
ning of 2004. 

Geoff Dossetter, spokesman for the FTA, 
which is based in Tunbridge Wells and has 
13,000 members, said Continental drivers 
had an unfair advantage over British truck¬ 
ers, because they paid less for fuel, wages 
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have taken our jobs - working longer hours and costing less’

were lower and they were saving 
money by not properly main¬ 
taining their lorries. 

“The UK lads who have told 
you that there is unfair competi¬ 
tion here are absolutely right,” 
he added. 

He said foreign drivers should 
be charged for using British 
roads - an idea backed by Kent 
County Council. 

Mr Dossetter said he had 
heard of cases where foreign 
truckers had altered or even 
thrown away tachographs to 
drive longer hours - but he was 
unaware of cases of drink-driv¬ 
ing. 

British trucker Geoffrey 
Horabin, 48, from Runcorn, who 
has more reason than most to be 
bitter about the competition, 
said he did not resent 
Continental drivers. 

Mr Horabin ran his own truck¬ 
ing business, including three lor¬ 
ries, from 1987 until 2006 when 
he went bankrupt. He blamed 
high rates and fuel prices in 
Britain, but does not resent for¬ 
eign drivers for taking advan¬ 
tage of their cheaper system. 

“You can’t blame them,” he 
said. “I would do the same if I 
was them.” 

Whereas it costs him up to 
£800 a week to fill up his truck 
with diesel, a foreign lorry driv¬ 
er would pay about £500, he 
said. 

Eastern European drivers 
refuted claims they were driving 
unsafe trucks. 

Speaking through an inter¬ 
preter, Jan Piejdak, 46, from 
near Olsztyn, north Poland, said 
there was nothing to be gained 
from not looking after his vehi¬ 
cle properly. 


“I don’t know about other 
countries, but in Poland the 
fines are too high to risk it,” said 
the trucker of 28 years. 

Miroslaw Kowalski, 35, from 
Warsaw, disputed the perception 
that foreign lorries were 
involved in more accidents, but 
he admitted driving on the other 
side of the road was a challenge 
for some. 

“It can be difficult because of 
the left-hand side traffic,” he 
said. 

A spokesman for the 
Department for Transport said 
the Vehicle and Operator 
Services Agency has been carry¬ 
ing out regular checks on foreign 
lorries at Kent ports in the last 
year. 

“They’ve been running height¬ 
ened enforcement work at the 
Channel ports checking any 
vehicles on international jour¬ 
neys for drivers’ hours, weights 
or safety problems.” 

He added that the 
Government is considering 
bringing in on-the-spot fines to 
prevent overseas drivers from 
going home without paying 
penalty notices. The 
Government is also thinking 
about introducing powers so 
drivers who are caught driving 
for too many hours can have 
their lorries clamped. 

Around 40,000 stick-on 
Fresnel lenses, giving the driver 
a wider field of vision through 
the passenger window, have 
been handed out free at French 
ports to left-hand lorries coming 
into the UK, said the 
spokesman.

Iraq heroes honoured 


THE BRAVE and gallant acts of 
two Kent soldiers while they 
were serving in southern Iraq 
have been commended. 

Pte Mike Godber and L/Cpl Wayne Read 
from The 1st Battalion The Princess of 
Wales’s Royal Regiment were both 
Mentioned in Dispatches. 

Pte Godber, who is from Headcom, earned 
the honour for his “complete disregard for 
his own safety” when his patrol found them¬ 
selves within dangerously close range of the 
enemy, the Ministry of Defence said. 

Speaking from battalion’s current base in 
Paderborn, Germany, the 21-year-old said: 
“I was pretty shocked, I did not think I 
would get anything like that. 

‘We were out on a patrol and came about 
25ft away from the enemy.” 

As the soldiers came under heavy fire in 
the Maysaan Province, Pte Godber told 
how he drew fire away from his platoon so 
they could retreat safely. 

“It drew fire towards us so there was less 
fire on the other guys and the sergeant

could get the rest out,” he said. 

Asked if he was scared for his own life, he 
answered: “If they are your mates you do any¬ 
thing you can for them. 

“That was the main effect of being over there

his “courage and granite nerve under fire”, the 
citation for his award read. 

The 22-year-old’s actions when his platoon 
were attempting to enter a target house dur¬ 
ing a search and arrest operation in Basra 
City were praised. 

His contribution to the assault on the build¬ 
ing was “instrumental to the success of the 
mission”, the MoD said. 

The Princess of Wales’s Royal Regiment is 
the most decorated in the army - boasting 57 
Victoria Crosses. 

To be Mentioned in Dispatches refers to a 
soldier’s actions being detailed in a senior com¬ 
mander’s report.

Putting their trust 
in the highest bid 


MORE than 1,200 people from 
across the world have pledged 
their support to a community 
trust bidding for the lease of a 
Kent farm. 

Wye College Farm is under threat from its 
owners Imperial College London, which wants 
to rent out the land to the highest bidder. 

The university’s original plans for a resi¬ 
dential housing estate were quashed by a 
successful campaign but the site’s 560-year 
history in agricultural education is at risk if 
a private farmer wins the bid. 

Local residents and former Wye college stu¬ 
dents have set up the Wye Community Land 
Trust (WCLT) and are fundraising to start a 
new co-operative to rent the land and farm it 
for local use. 

Deadline 

This week was the deadline for the tender 
bid and WCLT was hopeful of a positive out¬ 
come. 

Trust spokesman Richard Bartley said: ‘We 
are bidding against competitive commercial 
farms but we are raising money by public 
subscription and have had a lot of support. 

“It can become an exciting and innovative 
project for the whole community. 

“Unless the trust can secure the tenancy its 
history as a teaching farm will be lost forever.” 

Mr Bartley said WCLT had formed a part¬ 
nership with North School in Ashford and 
land-based training college Hadlow in

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Tonbridge, which made its business case 
“very strong”. 

North School has a small farm, which 
teaches pupils about caring for animals. It 
was under threat after Kent County Council 
announced plans to sell off the land to prop¬ 
erty developers. 

But teachers and 800 students manged to 
force council planning bosses to reverse their 
decision after a 14-month battle. 

In a letter to WCLT school assistant head 
Stephen Dove said: “I would certainly be very 
interested in forging links between the North 
School and Wye Community Farm Project.” 

Hadlow College director of finance Mark 
Lumsdon-Taylor added: “The college would 
like to be the principal provider of accredited 
land-based education and training at College 
Farm.” 

Mr Bartley added: “The trust needs more 
potential shareholders to register, in antici¬ 
pation of a successful outcome. 

“Support for Wye College Farm is growing 
rapidly from around the world, over 1,200 
people have now registered their support for 
the cooperative farming venture.”

Safety cameras save more lives 



They may be unpopular with some motorists, but the use of safety cameras across 
Kent continues to save lives and reduce injury levels. Overall, casualties at safety camera 
sites are down by 35% since 2002, that’s 394 fewer injuries per year. This means 
that more than one person each day has been saved from injury by 
safety cameras alone. 

Better still, the number of people killed or very seriously injured 
at these locations has been reduced by 58% since the launch of 
the Kent & Medway Safety Camera Partnership five years ago. 

It is not just enforcement that is carried out by the Partnership - 
over the last five years numerous educational campaigns have 
taken place to try and change motorists’ attitudes and behaviours 
towards speeding. These initiatives have included discussions with 
motorcyclists, young drivers and people who drive for a living — 
statistically the groups most likely to be involved in a road traffic crash 

Motorists in Kent are given a vast amount of warning about safety 
camera locations, giving them the opportunity to slow down. 

All cameras are highly visible and accompanied by black and 
white camera ‘bellow’ signs. Every camera location is listed on 
the Partnership’s website (www.kmscp.org) and 
mobile camera locations are issued weekly to 
local media. A10% + 2mph tolerance level is given 
before prosecuting at all sites. There really is no 
excuse to be caught on camera. 

Nationally, speeding contributes to the 36,000 
serious injuries and 3,400 deaths that occur on 
Britain’s roads each year. Around two thirds of 
these crashes occur in built up areas where the 
speed limit means that drivers should be travelling 
at 4omph or less. 

The decreasing levels of fatal and serious injury are 
obviously great news for Kent communities and 
motorists staying within the legal speed limits are to be 
congratulated. In an ideal world, safety cameras would 
not need to be installed, but while there is still scope to 
reduce speed-related crashes, the Partnership will 
continue its work to improve safety on your roads.

Kent County Council, Medway Council, Kent Police, the 
Highways Agency and Her Majesty’s Courts service.

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Pupils asked 
for advice on 
sex lessons

YOUNG people will have a say 
on how sex education is taught 
in schools, said Kent County 
Council. 

The announcement came after new fig¬ 
ures showed how the number of sexually 
transmitted infections (STIs) diagnosed 
across the UK has risen by more than 8,000 
in the last year. 

In East Kent, figures have reflected the 
national trend, with a striking increase in 
the cases of chlamydia - with 400 in 2003 
rising to almost 1,200 in 2005. 

Eastern and Coastal Kent Primary Care 
Trust (PCT) said the rise showed there was 
more awareness about the disease, that 
patients were willing to be tested and clin¬ 
ics had the capacity to meet the need. 

Infections like warts, gonorrhoea and her¬ 
pes have also risen. 

West Kent PCT’s figures showed a steady 
decline of STIs over the past three years. 

The trust’s public health specialist Angela 
Painter said: “These latest figures are wel¬ 
come news, but we cannot be complacent.” 

Young people aged 15-24-years-old are 
most at risk of contracting an STI. 

KCC now wants to ensure schools teach 
pupils about sex and relationships in a way 
that is relevant to children and young people. 

Members of Kent Youth County Council 
will sit on the all-party committee to give 


their advice and perspective. 

Hazell Moore, 17, a member of the com¬ 
mittee, said she felt education should start 
early, be consistent and compulsory and 
focusing on relationships as well as the bio¬ 
logical facts about sex. 

The committee has made 18 recommen¬ 
dations including the expansion of the 
National Chlamydia Screening Programme 
to ensure full screening coverage of all sex¬ 
ually active young people under 25. 

An East Kent PCT spokesman said the 
programme was well established in the 
east of the county and aimed to prevent 
complications from the disease such as 
infertility. 

Condoms 

He said the PCT was actively promoting 
the programme in the 15 to 24-year-old age 
group. 

“There is active promotion of initiatives 
including distribution of free condoms to 
the under 19s, outreach workers in the 
community and a soon-to-be-launched male 
poster campaign - ‘get your tackle tested’,” 
he added. 

West Kent PCT is set to launch a number 
of initiatives including increasing the 
capacity of sexual health clinics in 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells. 

The trust was similarly planning to tar¬ 
get young people, by increasing the amount 
of sexual health outreach workers.

Birth of a nation

WHEN Saint Augustine arrived 
in Kent more than 1,400 years 
ago, it sparked the beginning of 
civilisation in the country we now 
know as England. 

Sent on a mission by Pope Gregory I, he 
arrived on an island inhabited by illiterate 
pagan warriors - the Anglo Saxons. 

These were tough and barbaric times but 
the missionary was accepted by the most 
powerful and richest ruler in the country, 
Ethelbert, King of Kent. 

He allowed St Augustine to found a 
monastery in 602 just outside the walls of 
Canterbury, and so the relationship between 
monarchy and Church was first established. 

Martin Taylor, chairman of the Canterbury 
Commemoration Society, explained why St 
Augustine’s Abbey is of great historic impor¬ 
tance as the birthplace of the English nation. 

He said: ‘When the Romans left this coun¬ 
try in 410, Roman civilisation disappeared 
with them. 

“Augustine brought back not only 
Christianity, but Roman civilisation. 

“The most important aspect of civilisation 
is literacy.” 

The historian, who lives in Addisham, told 
how when King Ethelbert was baptised 
around 600 he accepted the authority of the 
Pope, saying: “In his kingdom he created the 
alliance between King and Church. 

“This is hugely important, when the mis¬ 
sion was accepted in Kent it was the start of 
the English nation.” 


St Augustine’s monastery was the first 
place the English language was written 
down. The language was comprised mostly of 
Roman characters with four made up letters 
added. 

The king then ordered the laws of Kent to 
be recorded. This was another first as rulers 
had previously relied on Germanic legisla¬ 
tion handed down by word of mouth, Mr 
Taylor said. 

It was also the home of the arguably 
world’s oldest existing school, The King’s 
School, which is still based at the site, as St 


Augustine passed his knowledge to others. 

But why was Ethelbert so accepting of this 
Roman who sought to bring change to the 
kingdom of Kent? 

Perhaps it was because he was married to 
a Christian Frankish princess who perhaps 
had some influence over him, Mr Taylor said. 

“If he accepted this religious business he 
accepted the package. 

“If you accepted Christianity you started 
getting nice new buildings which existed in 
France at the time and lots of luxury goods 
from the Continent,” he said.

CIVILISATION: St Augustine 

The ruins of the abbey now represent what 
was a huge change in the way England grew 
as a nation and it is the burial place for the 
Kings of Kent and the first Archbishops of 
Canterbury who shaped it. 

Mr Taylor added: “It was the start of the 
English nation. The actual spots where the 
leaders of the mission were buried can be 
seen traced on the ground.” 

The abbey, now a World Heritage Site, fell 
to the dissolution of Henry VIII but part of 
the site was converted to a palace for Anne of 
Cleves, which can still be seen. 

Augustine became regarded as a saint fol¬ 
lowing his death in 604, although there was 
no formal canonization process.

Why Alan Clark ‘adored’

ALASTAIR Campbell’s diaries 
have cast new light on the unlike¬ 
ly friendship he formed with Alan 
Clark. 

Tony Blair’s press secretary and the late 
Conservative MP spoke regularly during the 
1990s as the Tory Party disintegrated and 
New Labour surged to power. 

For Campbell, the curious alliance offered 
intelligence and insight into different Tory 
factions, which he used to exploit to Labour’s 
advantage. 

For Clark, it allowed him to satisfy his pro¬ 
fessed love of “the company of intelligent and 
powerful people” which he said was “one of 
the most seductive drugs in politics”. 

Clark, who lived at Saltwood Castle, near 
Hythe, won widespread acclaim and notoriety 
for his own diaries with their frank accounts 
of his life and loves as an MP from the 1970s 
to the 1990s. 

He spoke to Campbell at least once a week, 
according to the political journalist Peter 
Oborne who documented the friendship in 
1999. 

Mr Oborne said Campbell’s urbanity, arro¬ 
gance, worship of power and sense of having 
been born to rule was hugely attractive to an 
Old Etonian like Clark: “This is why he 
adored Campbell.” 

Campbell’s diaries, The Blair Years, contain 
many references to the friendship that grew 
between the two as the Conservatives lost 
their grip on power. 

Despite the ulterior motives of both men, 


Campbell’s diaries reveal a genuine and affec¬ 
tionate element to the friendship - and the 
“mega-mischief’ that Clark was capable of. 

An entry in March 1995 recounts: “Alan 
Clark called and when Fiona [Millar, 


Campbell’s partner] answered, Alan said 
“Fiona, hi, it’s Tony, is Ali there?” and for a 
moment she fell for it. 

“Alan said they were going for a ‘Tory Tony 5 
tag. I said fine, all your voters will hear of that

is that he must have changed the Labour Party if they’re calling him a 
Tory Mmmm, he said, maybe we’re ******.’’ 

Three days later, he recalled a lunch with Clark when the Tory told him 
how the party’s high command was “obsessed” with Campbell. 

Clark told him: “They think their weakness is they haven’t got someone like 
you. It was a way of them avoiding confronting their far deeper problems.” 

Clark regularly confided in Campbell, detailing the strife of the 
Conservatives under John Major. In June, 1996, Campbell wrote: “Alan 
Clark called and was in despair. ‘I think we’re probably ******,’ he said. ‘It’s 
like the patient got ill, and the doctor prescribed antibiotics, but the patient 
didn’t improve, and if anything got worse, so we whacked in a few tons of cor¬ 
tisone but nothing, absolutely nothing, has happened to make things better. 
So that says to me the patient is enduring a slow and lingering death.’ 

“I said you’ve quite cheered me up, Alan, and he said, ‘Congratters, I have 
to say you guys have been playing a blinder and our people don’t know 
what to do.’ He was in excited, excitable 
form, emphasising every single word as he 
spoke - And our people just don’t know 
what to do’.” 

In March, 1997, a month ahead of 
Labour’s historic landslide victory, 

Campbell recalled another conversation. 

Clark said to him: “Congratters. It’s going to 
be a bloody rout. If we carry on like this, we 
will be lucky to get 100 seats. I have never 
known morale so bad. You guys are just 
running rings round us day after day. There 
is no other way to describe it.” 

Horrified 


Campbell responded: “I said we were 
doing our main poster launch in Kent and 
was there any chance we could use the 
grounds of his castle? I said I wanted a big 
field. He laughed away and said Why not? 
I love black humour.’” 

The pair even socialised together with 
their partners, as an earlier entry in May 
1995 revealed. Campbell wrote: “Neil and 
Glenys [Kinnock], the Stotts [journalist 
Richard and wife] and the Braggs were due 
for dinner, but Neil and Glenys called off in 
the afternoon. I gave Alan Clark a call on 
the off chance. The Braggs arrived and 
Melvyn was absolutely horrified. He said he 
loathed Alan C. 

“Alan and Jane arrived in one of his 
Bentleys, which could barely squeeze 
through the two lines of parked cars out¬ 
side. They came to the door, Alan leaving 
the car parked outside with the engine run¬ 
ning and he says: Where does a chap park 
his charabanc round these parts?’ 

“He was wearing tight beige trousers the 
likes of which I don’t think the street had 
ever seen. I said I wouldn’t leave the keys in 
the car. At one point Fiona mentioned there 
was a bit of crab in the starter and he went 
into major melodrama, rushing to the door 
shouting, ‘Crab, crab, I can’t eat crab,’ then 
throwing up very loudly in the front gar¬ 
den.” 

Advancement 

Clark, who was a committed vegetarian, 
died at Saltwood at the age of 71 in 
September 1999. There is no mention of his 
death in the Campbell diaries. 

Mr Obome made the observation last 
week that the best political diarists were 
located on the fringes rather than at the 
centre of power. 

“The two finest British journals from the 
20th century were written by failures - 
Alan Clark and Chips Cannon. Only rarely 
did they get the sustained access they 
craved to the great figures of their day. They 
were looking in hungrily in from the out¬ 
side, yearning for advancement which 
never came. 

“Both journals gain a great deal of narra¬ 
tive pace and comic structure from this fre¬ 
netic search for power and status. The read¬ 
er knows, but the diarist does not, that the 
quest is doomed. Alastair Campbell, by con¬ 
trast, was at the centre.” 

While Campbell was “an extremely skilful 
tabloid journalist” who controlled Tony 
Blair’s public image, he had few literary 
skills, said Mr Oborne. 

As the commentator noted, Clark’s three 
volumes of diaries are regarded as among 
the best of the last century.

Mr Maloney, who is from South London, and 
his wife Maria, sold their ex-council flat and 
made Lunatic on a budget of just £40,000. 
National newspapers have described the film as 
a “bracing masterclass in mobster movie-mak¬ 
ing” and “a refreshing alternative to the bloated 
blockbuster”. 

— The film explores the world of two South 
London brothers and their gangland associ¬ 
ates. 

Bill and Perry, the brothers, are small 
time entrepreneurs. Howard, Dave and 
Laurie are their partners. They earn the 
bulk of their money from collecting rents on 
former council properties that they acquire 
through a scam. 

The main character of the story, Bill, 
takes the viewer through two days of events 
that he persistently blames upon an 
impending full moon. 

Auditions for parts in the film, inviting 
trained actors from established drama 
schools, proved disastrous, so to find an 
authentic cast, Mr Maloney turned to the 
streets of London, holding open auditions in 
the local shopping centre. 

Diamonds 

A spokesman said: “Using bricklayers, 
hairdressers, factory workers, nurses etc, he 
work-shopped and filmed the cast’s devel¬ 
opment over 12 months. 

“Once the rough diamonds were polished, 
Pie ‘n’ Mash Films [the Maloney’s film com¬ 
pany] then shot the 86-minute feature 
Lunatic in 21 days.” 

His second film is in the final stages of 
post-production. Nearly all of it was shot on 
the Kent coast and used cast from the 
streets of Herne Bay. 

As with Lunatic, the film was made with 
as small a crew as possible: one camera 
operator, one lighting man, one soundman, 
one director and one producer. Mr Maloney 
said that wasn’t to save money but to speed 
up the process and to give him and the cast 
more freedom. 

“Large sets, in my opinion, definitely sub¬ 
tract from this particular genre of film, 
which is highly performance-driven. 
Performers are freer to express themselves 
and give more natural performances with¬ 
out an audience of sometimes as many as 
50-plus on set.” 

Mr Maloneys daughter and co-director of 
Pie’n’Mash Films, Regan, lives in 
Beckenham.

The thieves who targeted the dead 


CRIMINALS who stole more than 
100 memorial plaques from a crema¬ 
torium have been branded “disre¬ 
spectful and cowardly’. 

The plaques were prized from stone 
vases in the Vinters Park 
Crematorium in Maidstone on 
Monday evening. 

They are bronze, 6ins by 3ins and 
display the names of the recently 
deceased. 

PC Geoff Greensmith said he 


believed this was an organised theft 
and would have involved planning. 

“A metal fence has been cut to gain 
access into the crematorium and a 
vehicle may have been required to 
carry the plaques, due to the large 
number taken. 

‘We also suspect that those respon¬ 
sible will attempt to sell the metal to 
scrap dealers and urge vigilance from 
local businesses. The theft has 
angered the staff at the crematorium 


and the relatives of the deceased and 
we are sure that someone must have 
information regarding this shocking 
crime.” 

Forensics investigator Andy 
Broomham said: “This crime is despi¬ 
cable, preying on the dead who cannot 
defend themselves and relatives who 
have already had to cope with losing 
loved ones. 

‘We are currently examining the 
area along with CCTV footage.”

The threat from above 


DR HILARY NEWPORT 

discusses the recent 
White Pa c er on planning 


PEOPLE may sometimes feel 
they do not have much of a voice 
in opposing or backing develop¬ 
ment plans, but if Government 
proposals go ahead they could be 
almost silent. 

The recent White Paper on 
Planning contains some far-reach¬ 
ing ideas which - unless stopped - 
would change the face of the plan¬ 
ning system. At the moment you 
can have some say about what is 
built in your area, but that right is 
under attack. 

Mention White Papers to most 
people and they’ll yawn - but I’ve 
been pleasantly surprised that 
when I talk to locals, such as at 
the Kent Show, they certainly 
know about this one. 

The proposals would benefit big 
business and developers at the 
expense of local democracy and 
the countryside. If a development 
is reckoned to be good for national 
economic growth then it would 
almost certainly be allowed to go 
ahead. 

The Government under Gordon 
Brown, the ex-Chancellor, is clear¬ 
ly, and in some ways rightly, put¬ 
ting economic growth at the top of 
its agenda, not just in this White 
Paper but also in the way it wants 
to transfer powers from the 
Regional Assemblies to the 
Regional Development Agencies, 
and phase out the assemblies. 

In Kent we would see the pow¬ 
ers of the South East England 
Regional Assembly go to the 
South East England Development 
Agency (Seeda), which has a 
straight economic brief. 

Seeda would take over full exec¬ 


utive responsibility for the 
region’s planning and housing, 
preparing new “integrated region¬ 
al strategies”, linking key regional 
economic and spatial strategies. 


So what? Well, development agen¬ 
cies have been criticised for often 
boosting economic growth in ways 
that undermine environmental 
sustainability. 

Coming back to the White 
Paper, its proposals clearly give a 
higher priority to short term eco¬ 
nomic rather than environmental 
considerations, and it calls for a 
faster, more streamlined planning 
system. 


And instead of final decisions on 
Major Infrastructure Projects 
(MIPs) - such as power stations, 
major road developments and air¬ 
port expansions - being made by a 


Secretary of State that power 
would be with an independent 
Infrastructure Planning 

Commission (IPC). 

National Policy Statements 
(NPSs) would be drawn up, proba¬ 
bly one for each type of infrastruc¬ 
ture, and put through an as yet 
unclear Parliamentary and public 
consultation process. But once 
they have been finalised there 
would be no opportunity to ques¬

tion the need for any development 
which they sanction. 

The IPC, an unelected quango, 
would be the guardian of the 
NPSs and would liaise with devel¬ 
opers - and it would be expected to 
generally give approval to devel¬ 
opment plans as long as the cor¬ 
rect procedures have been fol¬ 
lowed. 

And where does the voice of the 
local people come in? Quietly, if at 
all. They will be up against a sys¬ 
tem where decisions about plans 
have basically already been made, 
and will go ahead unless adverse 
local consequences outweighed 
the benefits, including national 
benefits identified in the national 
policy statement. 

Now is the time to take action. 
The consultation period closes on 
August 17 so time is short.

Murder reward 


A REWARD of £10,000 has been 
offered for information leading to 
the arrest and prosecution of the 
killers of a teenage boy. 

Ben Hitchcock, 16, died in a 
fight involving up to 40 youths in 
Southend Road, Beckenham, on 
Saturday, June 23. 

He was stabbed during the 
brawl, which police now believe 
started over a private party in 
Copers Cope Road. A group of 
youths tried to gain entry, but had 
no tickets and were turned away. 

The party then finished and a 
melee broke out in the street. 
When police turned up they found 
Ben suffering from stab wounds. 

He was taken to University 


Hospital Lewisham, but was 
pronounced dead on arrival. 

Detective Chief Inspector Dave 
Garwood, of the Metropolitan 
Police, said: ‘We are certain that 
someone knows who used the 
knife that killed Ben. 

‘We need to hear from them, for 
the sake of Ben’s family and many 
friends.” 

Police have arrested 13 boys 
and one girl, aged from 14 to 16 
and five young men. 

They are all due back on police 
bail on August 8.

That is the entry price for the new petrol- 
electric Lexus LS600h, based on the latest lux¬ 
urious LS series launched earlier this year. 

When it arrives in October, the LS600h will 
be a showcase for the world’s first full-time, all¬ 
wheel drive hybrid V8 powertrain and Lexus 
says it concedes nothing to conventional rivals. 

The maximum power is equivalent to V12 
petrol engine challengers, with 0-62mph possi¬ 
ble in 6.3 seconds, while fuel consumption and 
emissions are on a par with the segment’s 
most economical but less lively diesels

RENAULT has a proud history in 
hot hatchbacks. 

Never entirely flawless, but always quick, 
many have achieved cult status with badges like 
‘GT Turbo’, Williams’ and now ‘Renaultsport’. 

On the other hand, the edgy combination of 
taut chassis and loads of power that endeared 
them to petrolheads made them taboo with 
people who hate the discomfort and ‘in yer 
face’ styling that can come with hot hatch per¬ 
formance and street cred. 

For those doubters, Renault now has the 
answer - a Megane Renaultsport featuring 
one of the most powerful two-litre diesel 
engines in the business. 

It will never satisfy car nuts obsessed by 0- 
60mph times - the 8.3-second sprint time is 
almost two seconds slower than the Megane 
225 Renaultsport petrol - but it is a useable 
and, dare I say, sensible hot hatch. 

For an enthusiast private buyer or company 
car ‘user chooser’ this is the car for ‘real life’ 
motoring and covering high mileages; the 
engine has lots of mid-range punch for easy 
overtaking and will cruise motorways with 
refinement and average more than 40mpg 



with low C02 emissions of 172g/km. 
Insurance groups (from 12E) are as much 
as six bands below that of equivalent petrol 
models. 

And yet, it is still a Megane Renaultsport 
in character and style - the only visual 
change from its petrol sisters is the absence 
of a rear spoiler above the rear window and 
that now famous ‘bustle’ boot and tailgate. 

You still get the lowered R’sport stance, a 
bodykit that gives front-end muscle in par¬ 
ticular, the fat alloys and the distinctive 
and well arranged Megane interior includ¬ 
ing leather trimming, superb racing seats 
in the front and possibly the best anti¬ 
whiplash head restraints in the business. 

Other standard kit includes air con, six- 
speaker CD/radio system, cruise control -1 
said it was sensible - electronic stability 
control and fade-free Brembo brakes. 

Hit the start button and the diesel fires 
up and revs smoothly - it is hard to tell you 
are about to drive an ‘oil burner’. 


The electric steering feels as though it 
has been weighted up in comparison to the 
rather light setting on standard Meganes 
and, together with a slick shifting six-speed 
gearbox, delivers the goods for keen drivers. 

I was also impressed by the fact that, like 
its forebears, this hot hatchback comers 
precisely and with a flat stance yet not at 
the expense of ride quality - this really is a 
hot hatchback you can live with on a long 
journey. 

This Renaultsport apparently has its own 
bespoke spring and damper settings. 

On the face of it, list price is not cheap: 
the line-up starts at £18,950 for a three- 
door version - the Lux three-door we tested 
courtesy of the new Motorline Renault 
dealership in Maidstone costs £20,350 and 
its five-door equivalent adds £500. 

On the other hand, there is such a dearth 
of diesel performance cars in its sector that 
Renault’s sporting diesel could be a real 
sales winner.

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Kia presses Ford and Co 
to ‘ceed’ middle ground 



HERE’S a clue if you need to 
understand why Ford, the original 
blue collar brand, is trying to put 
on a white collar. 

It’s the Kia Ceed and while it has one of the 
sillier names on the market, nobody is laugh¬ 
ing at the HQs of traditional mainstream car 
makers like Ford, Vauxhall or Peugeot. 

This Ford Focus challenger looks good, feels 
European, is priced keenly and comes with a 



seven-year/100,000-mile warranty - unprece¬ 
dented on the UK market. 

Ford has already felt the heat from rival 
manufacturers above and below its traditional 
sales position and, in the bid to boost prof¬ 
itability, has decided to migrate upmarket 


with bright new models like the brilliant new 
Mondeo and the sporty S-Max MPV. 

This suggests that the next Focus might also 
get a kick upstairs to attack the Audi A3 and 
BMW 1-Series. 

For now, as the UK’s Nol seller, the current 


Focus would appear to have little to worry 
about; its design was almost certainly the 
benchmark for development of the Ceed, but 
the Korean upstart cannot quite match it for 
dynamics and engineering. 

Look again though and the gap is not so 
great; the interior of the Kia concedes little, 
while its more pliant ride might suit some 
buyers better than the Ford. 

The clincher though, is the pricing 
and that amazing warranty - this 
is a car to buy and forget about, 
except to put fuel in. 

The only question is choice of 
engine. Ceed prices start at 
£10,995, which is supermini 
territory rather than Focus 
class, but that buys the lethar¬ 
gic 1.4 petrol version. 

Most buyers will opt instead for 
a 1.6 petrol (from £11,545) or diesel 

(from £12,295) and then it gets harder to call. 

The traditional argument that the petrol 
will be more refined is undermined by the fact 
that Kia’s 1.6 unit is only average on that 
front, while its diesel sister is one of the more 
refined of its class. 

Naturally, you pay more upfront for the lat¬ 
ter and need to be confident of covering 
enough miles to enable its greater economy to 
recoup the extra cash. 

To further complicate things, the diesel is 
offered in two outputs and the 1.6 petrol will 
run rings around the lower one, but its per-

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formance is only on par with the more power¬ 
ful version - 0-60mph is just under 11 seconds 
in both cases. 

The senior diesel commands a £1,000 premi¬ 
um though and is only available in flagship LS 
form, though still good value at £14,425. 

So, in short, go for the livelier diesel if you 
are going to cover the miles and need all the 
home comforts; if you want the best deal, go for 
a 1.6 petrol. 

As it happens, our test car this week was the 
petrol and in the highest LS spec form which 
brings alloys, climate control and electric 


everything as standard. 

Sit inside this after a previous generation 
Kia Rio - the car it effectively replaces, since 
the current Rio is closer to supermini class - 
and you would be amazed by how far Kia has 
progressed in a short time. 

The Ceed feels well made and features qual¬ 
ity interior fixtures and fittings, plus a decent 
built-in CD/audio system. Its shortcomings - 
slight though they are - only become clear on 
the road, where the engine is rather vocal 
under pressure even if it cruises well on the 
motorway. 


Thrown into bends sharply, the car’s more 
forgiving suspension allows it to pitch more 
than a Focus or Vauxhall Astra too, though it 
is never short of grip. 

If this sounds like a deal-breaker though, 
just be patient; Kia will soon launch a three- 
door version headed by a tauter chassis hot 
hatch called the ‘Proceed’ - oh, dear - and it is 
not unreasonable to expect a ‘performance’ 
five-door model in due course. 

Oh, and a smart estate car is due soon and 
there is a head-turning cabrio to come too. 

No wonder the likes of Ford are worried.

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Inspirational talk 
from blind skier

A RECORD-BREAKING 
blind skier has given a 
motivational talk to Kent 
businessmen and women. 

Kevin Alderton has plunged down 
a mountainside at a staggering 
100.94mph despite having lost his 
sight in a street attack. 

The former military man told dele¬ 
gates at a corporate event how he 
overcame adversity to achieve suc¬ 
cess - adapt, improvise and over¬ 
come. 

The inspirational message was 
delivered to a packed room at an 
Institute of Directors business break¬ 
fast. 

Mr Alderton said he overcame his 
disability to achieve his dreams. As a 
platoon sergeant and military ski 
instructor, he had served his country 
all over the world in the Gulf, Belize, 
Kosovo and Northern Ireland. 

But at the age of 28 he was blinded 
in an attack and despite the efforts of 
surgeons, retained just five per cent 
sight.

He told the meeting of his own 
inspiration: another former military 
man, Billy Baxter, who set records on 
the back of a motorbike. He had lost 
his sight in an attack in Bosnia. 


Mr Alderton now holds his own 
records indoors and out and is also 
part of Great Britain squad in down¬ 
hill, slalom, giant slalom and Super 
G. He is aiming to make the team for 
the 2010 Paralympics in Vancouver 
and is targeting nothing less than 
gold. 

He said: “It’s about change, oppor¬ 
tunity and commitment - people see 
my story as inspirational but it is just 
my story. 

if We are human beings and we 
adapt, improvise and overcome in life 
- it’s all part of own tapestry. You 
can’t change yesterday but you can 
change tomorrow.” 

Kent IoD chairman Frazer 
Thompson said: “Kevin’s tale was an 
amazing story of how human beings 
can achieve their goals no matter 
what adversity or obstacles lie in 
their path. 

“He had a room full of business 
people and entrepreneurs spellbound 
with the inspirational account of his 
life and how he had come be a world 
record breaker. 

“Everyone can take something 
from Kevin’s story and apply it in 
some small way to their own ambi¬ 
tions and dreams.”

World’s finest to descend upon White Cliffs

SPORT chiefs say this week’s

And with Kent County Council’s sports 
division getting ready to lobby hard to host 
a number of training camps for internation¬ 
al teams in the years mnning up to the 
2012 Olympic Games in London, it is hoped 
a number of other events will soon be head¬ 
ing to the county.

Chris Hespe, head of sport, leisure and 
Olympics at Kent County Council and 
chairman of the Kent campaign for the 
2012 Games, told KoS: “As we approach 
2012 and beyond we know Kent will be 
seen more and more as a venue for such 
events. 

“It brings economic benefit and raises the 
profile of the sports we stage. 

“We want a number of pre-Games train¬ 
ing camps off the back of this and will be 
holding seminars with the team captains 
during the week when we will outline what 
we can offer for archers. We want them to 
come back prior to and during 2012. 

‘We just want more events in the future. 
By staging archery there’s more chance 
they will come back.” 

The county is still buzzing from the huge 


success of staging the opening stage of the 
Tour de France earlier this month when two 
million people poured onto the streets to 
watch as hundreds of millions around the 
world tuned in to watch. 

Hespe also revealed they were approaching 
top international names plying their trade in 
local sporting circles to act in an unofficial 
ambassadorial role for the county when they 
jet out of the UK. 

‘We’ve spoken to a number of them who 
have been briefed about Kent’s willingness on 
training camps. 

‘We can’t reveal who they are at this stage, 
but the hope is they will go out and spread the 
word on our behalf.” 

Don’t expect the biggest sports however. The 
focus is very much on bringing in more 
minority sports, with events such as kite-surf¬ 


ing looking to hold events in the county. 

Hespe added: “We are being approached by 
a number of minority sports - but you have to 
remember many of them are Olympic sports.” 

By staging this week’s fourth leg of the 
Meteksan World Archery Cup and the third 
and final leg of the EMAU European Grand 
Prix in Dover this week, Kent has already 
been designated a national development 
centre for the sport by the Grand National 
Archery Society. 

Hespe concluded: ‘We have secured £120,000 
form Sport England spread over three years to 
run an archery development project in clubs 
and schools off back of this event - that is the 
legacy aspect of staging it.”

T HIS coming Saturday 
will be a massive day in 
our season, and it could 
also turn out to be one 
of the biggest days in the 
history of Kent cricket. 

All I hope is that, after several weeks of 
intense frustration in the County 
Championship, the Twenty20 Cup will pro¬ 
vide us with the success we have long 
sought, and worked for. 

We have a tough semi-final against Sussex 
to prepare for before we can even think about 
playing in the final during the evening, 
against either Lancashire or 
Gloucestershire, but we are in the mood to 
surprise a few people. One thing’s for sure, it 
will be entertaining. 

As captain, I am looking forward to the day 
hugely because I have really enjoyed the com¬ 
petition so far this season. It’s been great fun, 
and very rewarding too to see the team grow 
in confidence and self-belief in this format. 

T he biggest reason for Kent’s success in 
the Twenty20 so far is our individual 
skill. The players have quickly learned 
what it takes, either as a batsman or a 
bowler, to be a match-winner in these games. 

Take Simon Cook, for example. Against 
Sussex, in one of our early group matches, he 
got tapped around a bit as Luke Wright and 
others won the game for them. But, in just a 
matter of days, Cooky taught himself to bowl 
a completely new type of slower ball and 
worked out how he was going to bowl in the 
remaining games. 

He then proceeded not only to dismiss 
Mark Ramprakash twice and Azhar 
Mahmood once with that new slower ball but 
also to become the best bowler in the compe¬ 
tition by the time we were playing our quar¬ 
ter-final against Nottinghamshire. 

At Trent Bridge, in fact, in that game 
against Notts, both Cooky and James 
Tredwell - who has been another of our best 
bowlers throughout the event - were the ones 
to pull the match around in our favour after 
the Notts openers had got off to a flier. 

I know I’ve mentioned him before in this 
column as a potential one-day cricketer for 
England, but I am amazed that Tredders 
was not included in England’s initial 30-man 
squad for the Twenty20 World Cup. He 
showed once again in the quarter-final win 
at Notts just how clever and effective a 
bowler he is when the pressure is really on in 
a limited-overs situation. 

Twenty20 cricket is, actually, a real test for 
county players because the games are played 
before such big crowds and in such a magic 
atmosphere. 

Unfortunately, due to my hamstring injury, 
I didn’t play in our group match against 
Surrey at the Oval, where 24,000 people 
turned up to watch, but it was a real thrill 
just to be there on the sidelines and to see 
the Kent team finally lay our Surrey bogey to 
rest and win such an important game. 

For Darren Stevens, who played the

match-winning innings in that game, and 
for Joe Denly, who batted so well to see us 
home against Nottinghamshire, it was con¬ 
firmation to me that these are cricketers 
with the mental strength - as well as the 
ability - to perform at the highest level. 

And for Joe in particular, who is a 
young lad in his first full season in coun¬ 
ty cricket, it says something special that 
he could produce an innings like that on 
the big stage. 

It will be a shame, however, if we have to 
go into Finals Day next Saturday without 
either Andrew Hall or Morne Morkel as one 
of our overseas players - because Morne 
made an impact with his pace during the 
Twenty20 group matches, and Andrew is 
simply one of the best one-day cricketers in 
the world. 

But, whatever happens, I think other 
teams are now beginning to realise Kent 
are no longer a pushover in limited- 
overs cricket - in whatever format. 

A lthough we made a bit of a hash 
of the Friends Provident Trophy 
- failing to reach the semi-finals 
by losing our last two group 
matches after we had initially played so 
well to dominate the South Conference - 
overall we have been one of the best one- 
day teams in the country all season. 

Already, people are saying they cannot 
believe we are in the second division of 
the NatWest Pro40, and by the end of 
the summer I believe we will have won 
promotion in that competition. 

As for the Championship, the debacle 
at Worcester and the cruel way the 
weather robbed us of victory against 
Warwickshire at Canterbury at the start 
of last week has cost us perhaps 20 or 
even 30 more points. 

Rather than finding ourselves down in 


the bottom half of the Championship table, 
we have played cricket good enough to see 
us up near the top of what is a competitive 
first division this season. 

Warwickshire, indeed, were out-batted and 
out-bowled by us at Canterbury and it was a 
travesty that more rain arrived at lunch on 
the final day, which prevented us from taking 
their last three second-innings wickets and 
earning ourselves an innings win. 

At least the cancellation of the 
rearranged Worcestershire match has 
given us the chance to prepare thoroughly 
for Twenty20 Cup finals day. So let’s hope 
all our recent frustrations are forgotten at 
Edgbaston next Saturday night.

Fuming club chiefs threaten 
legal action after ECB U-turn

WITH less than a week to go before 
what skipper Rob Key describes as 
“one of the biggest days in the 
club’s history”, Kent have found 
themselves at the centre of what 
could become a messy legal battle. 

Club chiefs were left fuming this week after 
the ECB controversially reversed a decision to 
replay the abandoned County Championship 
with Worcestershire this week. 

In particular they were angered after four 
clubs blocked a proposal to award Kent nine 
points from the game. 

The ECB proposed the gesture to reflect 
Kent’s innocence in the New Road fiasco ear¬ 
lier this month, which saw the game called off 
after three days due to a drenched outfield. 

Worcestershire chiefs had previously reject¬ 
ed moving the match to Kidderminster - or 
Kent’s offer of Beckenham - despite New 
Road being under four-foot of flood water just 
10 days before the game was due to start. 

Appeal 

Although the ECB ordered the game to be 
replayed after an appeal by Kent, this week 
they changed their decision after complaints 
from other clubs who thought the decision 
“unfair” as it could benefit Worcestershire. 

But Durham, Lancashire, Warwickshire 
and Yorkshire all rejected a call for Kent to 
receive nine points - their average haul this 
season - rather than both sides receiving 
four each. All four sides currently sit above 
Kent in the table. 

An ECB spokesman explained: ‘Whilst the 
board has great sympathy for Kent it is recog¬ 
nised the rescheduling of the match could lead 
to an inadvertent benefit to Worcestershire. 

“The board was advised the option of award¬ 
ing points to Kent would require unanimity

Chairman Carl Openshaw said: ‘We find it 
extraordinary four counties should have 
decided to overturn the ECB’s proposal to 
resolve this matter for what can only be 
regarded as reasons of self-interest. 

“From the outset, it was recognised Kent 
were the totally innocent party. 

“The Kent players, who sat through pre¬ 
dominantly fine weather at Worcester with 
no prospect of play and who have seen recent 
matches relocated in similar circumstances, 
feel cheated and the members and support¬ 
ers of Kent have been badly let down. 

‘We are continuing to consider our position 
in this matter and reserving our legal rights.” 

Meanwhile, the club is set to be without 
South African Andrew Hall for next week¬ 
end’s trip to Warwickshire for finals day - 
and the rest of the season - as he jets off to 


join South Africa on international duty. 

Rob Key, writing in his exclusive column 
for Kent on Sunday today, said: “It will be a 
shame if we are without either Andrew 
Hall or Morne Morkel as one of our over¬ 
seas players. 

“Morne made quite an impact with his 
pace during the Twenty20 group matches, 
and Andrew is simply one of the best one-day 
cricketers in the world. 

“But, whatever happens, I think other 
teams are now beginning to realise that Kent 
are no longer a pushover in limited-overs 
cricket - in whatever format. 

“Saturday will be a massive day in our sea¬ 
son, and it could also be one of the biggest 
days in the history of Kent cricket.”
